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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examinees amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Claims 3, 15, 19, line 3 were amended to delete "comprise" and - comprises - 
was inserted, 

Claim 4 was canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-24 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: After the amendments, the prior art made of record failed to 
disclose a method for use in a server to provide a dynamic integrity check of a client 
device of receiving a response based on integrity checking by the selected integrity 
application on the client device and determining whether or not the response comprised 
a match of at least a portion of the predefined integrity response. Specifically, the 
triggered response from a check of the integrity of the client device is checked to 
include a portion of data that represents the check result to be compared to a 
predefined integrity response to indicate the status of the integrity check where the 
portion of data is not performance or saved data of the client device.
